IT MUST BE THE WATER 


Could there by an *X-File" type connection in 
the fact that the East Orange Water Commission 
provides drinking water to both the residents of East 
Orange and Orange? 

Maybe that accounts for the spat of strange 
behavior on the part of several black elected offi- 
cials in those towns. 

As previously reported in the July/August edi- 
tion of The Black Mirror News, Township of Orange 
Mayor Mimms Hackett, was having problems sort- 
ing out his “real” political identity. 

Now comes the news that the emotional East 
Orange Councilwoman Carol Clark has been ap- 
pointed to the position of Assistant County Admin- 
istrator, by Essex County Executive James 
Treffinger. 

The fact that Ms. Clark was offered the ap- 
pointment and that she accepted the appointment 
comes as somewhat of a surprise for several rea- 
sons: firstly, she lacks administrative and budget- 
ary experience; secondly, Essex Democratic County 
Chairman Thomas Giblin, recently gave Ms. Clark 
and her team the Democratic Organizations Line 
for the June 2nd County Committee contest; and 
thirdly, Ms. Clark has been touted as the next Demo- 
cratic Mayor of East Orange. 

Why would Mr. Treffinger hire an inexperi- 
enced, intellectual lightweight to fill such an impor- 
tant and high-paying ($84,000) position? POLITICS! 

It is speculated that Mr. Treffinger is attempt- 
ing, at County taxpayer's expense, to shore-up his 
reelection chances by “buying” the political services 
of as many black and Hispanic politicians who are 
willing to “sellout” their respective communities. 

The apparent defection of Ms. Clark to the Re- 
publican Party is even more interesting because her 
mother, Mrs. Alberta Daniels, is the former Chair- 
woman of the East Orange Democratic Party, the 
Vice-Chairwoman of the Essex County Democratic 
Party, and she is well known to be a *key" sup- 
porter of Democratic boss Thomas Giblin. 

Party insiders have expressed their annoyance 
at Ms. Clark's apparent lack of loyalty, “after all,” 
complained a party loyalist, “Carol Clark and Alberta 
Daniels have eaten well and often from the Demo- 
cratic Table for many years.”

As a Senior who is a recipient of the benefits of PAAD, the 
recent decision by PAAD to limit medicine benefits, would have 
a drastic effect on my ability to continue to maintain my health. 


Presently 1 have to take five medicines for the rest of my life 
and am presently only 68 years old (smile). Previously I could 
get 100 pills for $5.00 making my expenditure for medicines 
during the year $100.00. Based on the new proposal of 34 pills 
maximum, my bill for medicine would increase to $300.00 per 
year. Since my income is so low that my Medicare is being paid 
by SLEPA, this increase would be a hardship. 


Misuse of programs is a problem but I feel that a greater effort 
should be made to prosecute the wrong doers than create this 
kind of hardship for Seniors. If people are getting prescriptions 
for other people or reselling the medicine, that activity should 
be targeted. 


Since this proposal will come before the Assembly shortly, at- 

tached to the gasoline tax bill, 1 hope that you will encourage 

the New Jersey delegation to vote AGAINST it for the sake of 
the Seniors in your district.

Notice is hereby given that the New Jersey Department of Transportation will conduct a 
public hearing on the Environmental Assessment/Draft Section 4(f) Evaluation for the proposed 
Rt. 21 roadway and intersection improvement project from Green Street to Passaic Street includ- 
ing the replacement of N.J. Transit Railroad Bridge #7.56, all within the City of Newark, Essex 
County. The public hearing will be held on Thursday, July 30,1998 from 3:00 P.M. to 7:00 
P.M. in the North Jersey Transportation Planning Authority Offices (NJTPA), One Newark Center, 
17th floor, Newark, New Jersey. 


The purpose of the public hearing is to insure that the public has the opportunity to have 
their comments, suggestions, and any objections to the project entered into the hearing record. 
Additionally, the hearing will present the results of cultural resource studies conducted by the 
Department for this project. Cultural resource studies have identified several historic architec- 
tural and archaeological sites in the proposed Route 21 project area that are on or eligible for the 
National Register of Historic Places. The Federal Highway Administration and the N.J. Historic 
Preservation Office both concur that some of the identified cultural resources will be adversely 
affected by the proposed project. Efforts have been, and will continue to be, made to find 
prudent and feasible alternatives to avoid or mitigate the adverse affects. 


Department representatives will make a presentation of the project details and take public 
comments for the record. Written statements may be given instead of oral testimony. All such 
statements must be submitted to the Department of Transportation, Office of Community Rela- 
tions, Box 600, Trenton, N.J. 08625 by Monday, August, 31, 1998, the closing date of the 
hearing record. 


Concurrently with the public hearing, in an adjacent area to the hearing room, an informal 
information center will be held at which displays and information will be provided. Department 
representatives will be available at this informal meeting to receive comments and answer 
questions.
